FORD U. HAYES. 


The Cincinnati! Convention has 


done well in presenting Rutherford 
B. Hayes as its standard bearer in 
the coming campaign. 
Of his elec- 


tion as President there can bo no 
doubt. He will be escorted to the 
White House amid tbe plaudits of 
the people. His history is interest- 
ing reading matter: Three timeshuvo 
the people of Ohio elected him to 
the Governorship of 
that 
State. 


Though still young ho has a largo 
and varied experience in public life, 
both military and civil. 
He served 


•with distinction during the war, re- 
ceiving rapid promotion for brilliant 
services, and, on the conclusion of 
peace, left the army with the rank ol 
Brigadier General. But he was not 
permitted to remain long in retire- 
ment, for soon after his return from 
tho field he was elected to Congress 
from the second district of Ohio, by 
a largo majority. 
Before his term of 


service expired, in 1867, General 
Hayes was elected Governor of the 
State, and was re-elected in ISGi). 
His opponent was Senator Thurtrmn, 
the most popular Democratic leader 
in Ohio. 
The canvass was hotly 


contested, and the Republican ma- 
jority was something less thau three 
thousand. On his retirement from 
the Governor's chair Gen. Hayes was 
again elected to Congress. 


The Republican Convention, which 


met in Columbus, on. the 2d of June, 
1875, to nominate a candidate for Gov- 
ernor, felt that no man was so well 
fitted to lead the party to victory as 
General Hayes, and although he ex- 
pressed a strong desire to remain in 
private life, and urged the nomina- 
tion of Judge Taft, he received atthe 
preliminary ballot, 400 votes out of 
547. The ensuing campaign was one 
of intense excitement, owing to the 
financial, religious and educational 
questions involved in the contest, 
The Republicans went into tin; ecu- 
test with earnest zed!, and ramie a 
gallant and successful fight against 
the "rag money" doctrines promul- 
gated by the leaders of the Demo- 
cratic partj. 
Hayes defeated Bill 


Allen and all his retainers. 


General Hayes is a native of Ohio. 


He received an excellent education, 
and on being admitted to the bar 
commenced the practice of his pro- 
fession in Cincinnati. His brilliant 
abilities soon secured him B large and 
. lucrative practice, which he unhesi- 
tatingly abandoned on the breaking 
out of tho Rebellion to take part in 
tho war for the preservation of the 
Union.
